That courts time and again have
ruled against the use of land near a
residence district for sewer purposes,
and that when the district along West-
ern avenue near the sewer farm was
subdivided and developed the city would
soon be ORDERED OFF the property
by virtue of. the fact that a sewer farm
constitutes a NUISANCE to nearby res-
idents.

4. 'A‘rainy winter with partial flood
conditions in this district would cause
cesspools to run over, with danger of
a TYPHOID EPIDEMIC, which health
authorities already fear.
